We alludid, a few days since, to a report that the |
Yankees had abandoned som: of the islands on our |
eoas!. We learn that they have evacuated St. Simon’s
Island. ‘i'be force on the island comprised some thre2
bundred whites and two handred negroes, who, it seems,
on lesrning tbat Capt. Hazzard, with his corps of Rau-
gers Lad pearly completed his arrangements for an at-
tack on them, suddenly embarzed on & couple of gun- |
boatg, avd lelt the place. A faithful negro by the name
of Heary, belonging to Capt. Hs2zard, who had volun-
teered to remain oo the isla »d and protect his mastir’s
property, being suspected by the Yankees of haviog
rendered assistance to Uapt. Hazzard in a previous raid
on the island, (an account of which we published in the
News,) was arrested by them shortly after that sffasir,
chained and placed in one of their guoboats, where be
was kept for three weeks. Heory was afterwards placed
under a strong guard on shore. He says that through
the agency of pegro spies, the Yankees kept a cicse
watch oo the movements of Capt. Hezzard’s corps, and
that large rewards were offired the negroes who knew
the Captain to kill bim.

Oan last Thursday week they sent over spies in the
neighborhood of the Altamaha, who returned with the
iotelligence that Capt. Hazzard had a hoat expedition
nearly ready to make an attack on the Island. Henry
says the information caunsed the utu ost consternation oo
the St. Smons. The Governor, as the Yankee com-
mander is called, immediately sammoned the negroes
together and made a speech to them, in which be told
them that the intention of Capt. Hazzard's men was to
kill every living soul on the Island; that the white
troops bad to leave to attack (barleston ; that they
could not bold the Island and that every negro must
leave it immediately. The same night the negroce
were huddled on board tl e two gunboats in the greates!
conlasion, in the midst of which Heory effected his es-
cape from his guards, and made his way on the wreck
of a boat to bis master at Camp Clinch. Heory says
tbe Yaukees had, previcus to the news ¢f Capt. Haz-
zard’s contemplated attack, no intentio~ of leaving the
Island, every acre ot which, they said. was to be plan!-
ed with cotton next season. He says he learned from
rheir conversation that it was the intention of the Abo
litioniste to attack Charleston by land and water
shortly.

The Island, whicl served as a convenient rendezvous
for runaway pegroes, is now entirely abandoned, the
Yaokees leaviog ooly one gunboat to guard the bar
'gainst blockade runuers. Capt. Hezzard has annoyed
the Yavkees very much on the Islaud, baving Killid
some fifieen pegroes and Yank-es io his former raid
upon them. He has certa nly done good service to the
cause in making the place too bot to bold them.

‘The same correspondeat writes of the appearance of

Fredericksburg :

I have cften read the gcenes attending the sacking of

a city, but was never able to realize the fall import of

the term until this moranicg when I rode ioto F'reder-
icksburg. The oumber of houses destroyed by fice is
not 80 great as at first reported, but otherwise the ruio

is complete. Chimneys were Fpocked down, roofs torp
away, ;reat gaps made in the walls, streets barricaded,
iarniture hacked to pieces or used for firewood, store
houses opened and riflad of their conteots, table ware

Ftoh-n. matresses taken into the streets and alleys for
the vaodals to sleep upon, books, paintings and locking

glasees scattered over the ground, provigions consamed.
c=llars rapsacked, acd the enclosures around private re-
gidences and lots p: lled down and used for firewood or
to rest upon. There is hardly a stracture in the wuole
city that does not bear some traces of the fearful strug-
gle in the streets and saburbs. The floor ¢f many ol
the houses into which the wounded were takeo are cov-
ered with blood, and in some instances the dead still 1e-
main in the silent chambers, their eyes fixed in death,
yet glariog wildly up at blackened and blood-stained
walls. A few of the inbabitants concealed themselves
in cellars, and now and then they may be seen timidly
peeping out from their biding places, or flitting acrose
the streets like mysterious shadows.

Any person who saw the field of
batt'e and Fredericksburg after the retreat, wonld readi
ly credit this estimate.

At the place where Gea. Cobb was killed, within
the enclosure of a stone fence, a regiment of b 8 brigade
was posted. It was sssaulted by a whole brigade of
[rishmen, who behaved with the most determined brave-
ry, and were repeatedly led to the pssault. Oasly fonr
of this regiment—exclusive of Gen. Cobb bimselfl—were
killed, and they killed more than five bundred of their
enemy, whose bodiea were left on the fisld. In Fred-
ericksburg seross oea of the streets, the Yaokees dog a
trench, ard left beside it ive hundred dead bodies pil-d
up. Our informant had no d-ubt that they intended
to make a treast wok of these bodies, as they had |
placed them on tbe edze of the diteh and covered them
with dirt, a8 if they had been logs. All about the
streets in every direction, dead bodies of the Yankees
were lying 10 piles of two, three and as high as a dezen.
In the porch of Mavor Slaughter's honse there were no
less than five dead Yapkess. The night of the battle,
the dry grass in a portion of.the field took fi-e, and
many of the Yunkees wounded were burned. The ex-
plosion of their cartridge boxes, as the fire reached them
and the shrieks of the sufferers, were heard all night

- -

long by our pickets, who bad it not in their power to
relieve the suflerers.

That the Yackees were greatly adverse to the fight,
and that they could be broaght to epgage in it with
great difficulty, is absolutely certain. A section of the
1st Howi'zis (Rickmond) was placed npon an emi-
nence which commanded a full view of the whole Yan-
kee army. Before the cannonade began, on their part,
they were of course all busy in lockiog at the advancing
eaemny. ‘They distincily saw large bodies of men march-
ing bebind the advancing columns with fix=d bayonets, |
evidently forcing them into battle. Oa more than one

ocession they suw the officers fire on their cwa men,

and repeatedly they saw them riding alter and en-

deavoring to briog them up. Little idea had we of the !
tremendous defeat we had inflicted on the ecemy.

The batties of the war have hitherto been fought in

the woods. The battle of Fredericksburg, like Earo-

pean battles, was fought in a clear space, which might

be taken in at a single glance. It formed the grandest

panorama ever witnessed on this continent. It eon-

tinued after nightfal', and tle long line of fire was visi-

bie for miles around. It was one of the most sublime

gights it is possible to conceive.
